the like, ſhall make the whole way ſo delightſome, as they ſhall ne- 
ver wax weary ib all their courſe, but be ever made more earneſt to 
climbe upto the top of all good Learning. If it be objeted, thacr 
queſtions of Aceidence and Grammar have been ſer forrh by o- 
thers, 1 anſwer, chat ſundry have indeed raken very profitable and 
commendable paines herein, To all them I acknowledge our 
Schooles much beholden ; and rheſe my Labours eſpecially, And yer 
aiming art the ſame general benefic and furtherance of Learniog, 
whych they doe, I hope none of them can be offended, ifone of all 
of them laid and compared _— as they haye done before, and 
as it isin all other Learning, I have endeavonred to gather one more 
plaine, eaſfie, fall, and more agreeing to our Accidence and Grams 
mar ib all things ; and to make all their labours of mneh more uſe 
to Schools than ever heretofore, wichour injuring any one of them, 
ſo far as I ſhall be able.
